(a) To review the size, design and location of catering/ 
vending stalls/trolleys and all other stalls like book 
stalls and other miscellaneous stalls PCO/ISD/STD 
booths' and recommend measures for standardisation 
of the design, size as well as the location so as to 
ensure that 'hey not only match with the asthetlcs 
of the station, but also take up minimum space and 
do not create hinderance to movement and circu’a- 
tion of the passengers. They would specifically re¬ 
commend steps to reduce congesiort at important 
Nations and platforms caused due to proliferation 
of such services and their installation in a haphazard 
manner. 

(b) The Committee would study the problems of un¬ 
authorised hawking/vending at stations and in trains, 
iden ify vulnerable locations, sections and frains, 
recommend concrete measures to eliminate this 
menace, 

(c) The Committee would also review the items which 
are presently permitted to be spld at these various 

. stall® and suggest their standardisation. They wou4 
recommend i ems which would be included for sale 
to public without any risk to health and hygiene 
and in no way offend public taste and sensitivity. 

(d) The Committee would examine and recommend on 
the requirement for setting up of tourist infroma ion 
booths as well as kiosks for guiding travelling 
public regarding availability of other modes of trans¬ 
port, oily maps, etc. 

(e) The Committee would examine and recommend 
regarding sale of books and publications depending 
on the regional and terri'orial requirements as. also 
sale of literature for permitting themes of national 
integration, social justice, commercial harmony, 
rural development, etc. The Committee would also 
examine the kind of music to be played in the 

’ trains at Railway Stations as also the message given 
through their visual media like CCTVs at stations 
etc. 

J. The headquarters of the Committee will be at New 
Delhi. 

6. The tenure of the Committee will be for a period of 
two years. 

7. Catering and Tourism Directorate will be the nodal 
Directorate interacting with the Committee and processing its 
various recommendations for timely implementation.
